Thomas Rogers Attempts Suicide 


While a Wabaeh Hospital

The inmates of the Wabaeh hospital 


were startled ubont 2 30 yesterday more 
mg by the report of a pistol shot in one 
of the wards upstairs 
The aster m 


charge rushed to the scene and found 
Thomas Rogers one of the patients, nn- 
coriboions with a bullet hole in hia fore- 
bead and a revolver by hia side 
The 


doctor was immediately summoned but 
late last night had been unable to pro- 
dnoa any change 
Since the commission 


of the deed Rogers' right side has been 
paralyzed and though able to hear he 
cannot Qpesk 
He was a baggageman on 


the Chicago division of the Wabasb, and 
had teen an inmate of the hospital for 
some time 
His mother lives in Vir- 


Kinm and bus been notined 
One of the 


patients in the same ward who was 
awake at th» time, heard Rogers get up 
and go over to tbe table and said the 
shot was fired soon afterwards No cause 
can be assigned for the attempted sui- 
cide, although it is known that Rogers 
has been despondent for some time m 
brooding over an incurable disease, and 
probably in an insane moment he wai 
dnvn to tne deed 
He cannot laoover,

It is not generally observed by persons 
wning property that the law m counties 
ith township organizations like our own 
•quires the assessor, town clerk and su- 
ervisor to meet on the fourth Monday 


June for the purpose of revising the 


assessment of property in snob town, and 


iat any person feeling himself aggrieved 
ay complain by himself or agent that 
je property ol another is Bessssed too 
ow, and after a notice to that person the 
oard may revise the assessment and 
orreot the eame as shall appear to them 
ust, and if the person so complaining to 
le town board is not satisfied with the 
evision made, he can appeal to the board 
f supervisors, who can revise and oor- 
ect the assessment, and if it shall 
ppear that the lands have been as- 
eased higher in proportion than other 
aods m the same neighborhood, the 
aonnty board shall receive and correct 
he same, so that the assessment shall be 
net and right. And without these steps 
eing taken by the property owners, the 
onrta are conatantly rejecting Bmtora 
ho apply for relief from excessive assess- 


ments, and taxes, and the tax payer may 
eqneet the assessor to deliver him a 
opy of his assessment, Bigned by him as 
leeessor, that he can see whether be has 
een unjnstly assessed 
As there are 


reqnent complaints made of mistakes, 
whereby one person's property is assessed 
t much higher valuation than surround 


Dg property, it may be well for property 
iwners to pay more attention to the time 
,nd place of meeting of the town and 
onnty boards of review, where they can 
pp§ar by themselves or their agents and 
ee that a correct assessment is made of 
heir property

She narrated what women are doing in 
promoting the success of the World's 
Fair, and then rising to the majesty of 
her subject she ingeniously showed how 
woman stood behind and controlled the 
events which led up to the discovery of 
America. She waa especially happy in 
the nee she mide of Isabella of Spain to 
support her theme. Miss Arthur's de- 
livery was clear and d- liberate. Every- 
body heard what she siid and drank in 
every word as it fell from her lips. 
In 


conclusion she addressed the class and 
admonished them that they could ac- 
complish success only by strict applica- 
tion to duty and by looking ahead with a 
determination to accomplish something. 
Miss Arthur was handsomely applauded 
at the conclusion of her address. The 
chorus then again took the stage and 
Bang the "Song of the Lark," the au- 
dience rising and standing. 


THE AJfXTJAL ADDBESS. 


Prof. Benjamin 8. Terry, of the Uni- 


versity oKJhicago, was then introduced 
and he proceeded to address the class 
and the audience. 
HP first announced 


that he had changed the subject upon 
which he would speak from "A Word to 
the Student of History," to "An Educa- 
tion and What of It." 
Hesaid: 
Edu- 


oation is more than training. 
We bave 


•what are called educated horses, donkeys. 
dogs, and even hogs. 
Monkeys have 


been trained to pull the cork from a beer 
bottle. There 16 more in eduoation than 
mere training. 
You see the lightning 


calculator, and you winder at his skill in 
this direction, and it is wonderful, and 
yet he may not be educated. 
You may 


go abroad when yon may find iia restaur- 
ants of France, waiters who can speak cur 
angnsge as well as their own and while 
they are trained they may not be educa- 
ted. Education is to put yonng men 
and women in full possession of Uotl- 
given power. 
It is to make more of 


them than mere trained machines, 


There is also a difference between 


learning and education. 
One might 


master the contents of an encyclopedia 
and yet not be educated. There are tools 
in this world who are learned, but edu- 
cated men are never fools. 
There are different kinds of schools 


where the young are supposed to be edu- 
cated. Some one has defined a college 
as a place where nothing useful is taught 
and the same person would probably as- 
sume that universities are places where 
too much that is useful is attempted to 
be taught. A short out in eduoation is a 
mistake. Some ot you may think that 
you should go right into medical or other 
colleges where professions are tangat. 
Don't do this; you will, w.hen it is too 
late, seethe mistake. 
True eduoation 


is the training that will make the young 
man and young woman thoroughly 
know themselves, and have complete and 
strong possession of themsslvee. 


The young man ana young woman 


who go to a college or university ouly to 
be embellished in some special sense 
which comprises training in some one 
particular thing, is a great mistake; it.falls 
short of eduoation; it is deception. Now, 
briefly, I want to tell you how in my 
opinion an education can be acquired. 
The first thing is religion. "The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wisdom. ' 
The German colleges teach religion; the 
Catholic colleges teach religion. They 
educate their young people. I would 
have taught next a true and honest 
patriotism, a patriotism which is not 
blind to the faults of our country, and 
we must admit that we have faults as a 
nation. I would have the rudimentary 
branches well taught, literature, mathe- 
matics, science, language—but I would 
teach language as an art and not as a 
science—history, to train the judgment. 


Wh&t is our relation to tbe thing we 


call eduoation? Fifty-six per cent of our 
members of congress are not college 
graduates, but only 5 per cent of our 
people are graduates, so this 5 per cent 
furnishes at least 44 per cent of our pub- 
lic men. You may be a good minister, 
or physician, or apothecary, without edu- 
cational training, but the chances are 
against it. 


The address as a whole was a very 


strong and practical one, and like good 
seed, much of its magnificent admonition 
fell where it will spring up to bless those 
for whose benefit it was intended. 


After the address Miss Anna Van Stone, 


accompanied on the piano by Miss Emily 
Hamsher, sane a solo in which she did 
herself great credit. 
The encore ehe re- 


ceived from the audience was a well de- 
served compliment. 


THE VALEDICTJBY. 


Charles M. Bumstead delivered the 


valedictory. 
His 
subject 
was "Tbe 


Coming Bace." Mr. B. Spoke without 
notes and treated his subject well. 
He 


spoke of the taxation and other causes 
which has driven foreign immigration to 
this country and how the isms which 
threaten this government are fed from 
this stream of immigration. 
In local 


self-government there 
must be some 


aih'imty in thought and desires or that 
government is in danger. 
He took up 


Socialism, Anarchism, Communism, and 
showed 
their 
dangerous 
character. 


America, he said offered the emigrant 
three things, Liberty, Equality and Edu- 
cation. 
These three will Americanize 


any one who will accept them. 
Mr. P. 


then gives reasons why Canada should 
be annexed. 
Of the 
social (lungers 


he mentioned the disposition of what is 
known as higher society to give more at- 
tention to cards tbun politics. The men 
play for money and the women play for 
other things of value. This is dangerous 
—all wrong from any point of view. 
Continuing he touched npon other evils 
and advocated reform as the only means 
from preventing the coming race from 
being dangerous. 
Turning, in conclu- 


sion, to the class he very beautifully and 
tonohingly pointed its members to their 
duties in forming the character of the 
future race. 
Mr. Bumstead's address 


was one of the best ever delivered by any 
member of a Decatur graduating class. 
He dealt in practical truths and pointed 
to logical results. 
Charles Freeman, 


Arthur Smith, Earle Bartholomew, Will 
MoBride and Ben Freeman gave a selec- 
tion on the mandolin and were recalled 
by the audience. 


THE DIPLOMAS. 


Prof. E. A, Gastman stepped to the 


front of the class bearing in his arms the 
diplomas. As he approached it the class 
rose, and after a few appropriate remarks 
in which he commended the address of 
Prof. Terry to them, he presented to each 
member of the class, "by the authority 
and by the direction of the Board of 
Education of the Decatur district," a 
diploma. He then received from the 
hand of Prof. Lee the scholarship diplo- 
ma. He stilted that for some years it 
had been the custom of Adrian College 
to give a scholarship in that institution 
to the member of tbe High School who 
passed the best, examination, and that it 
gave him pleasure to present the same to 
Miss CLAKA MITCHELL. 


The benediction was then pronounced 


by Eev. T. A, Parker, of the First M. E.

SENATOR 
STANFORD DEAD 


Sudden Death of the California 


Philanthropist and 


Politician 


[SPECIAL TO THE BErUBUOAX ] 


CHICAGO, June 21 —A telegram from 


San Francisco to-day 
announces the 


death of Senator Leland Stanford. 
He 


passed away last night at his Palo Alto 
residence 
Death was due to a oomph 


cation ot organic trouble, which was not 
thought to be dangerous 
The Senator 


was a prominent figure in California and 
National politics. He was a philanthro- 
pist, and had done considerable to build 
up the educational interests of the west 
The Senator established and liberally 
endowed the Leland 'Stanford Uni- 
versity 
He wns born in Albany county, 


N Y , March 9,1821, and practiced law 
in the New York circuit and supreme 
courts 
He resided in Wisconsin until 


1852, when he went to California to en- 
gage in business with his biothers at 
Sacramento and other points 
He was a 


delegate to the National Republican COB 
vention in I860, was elected governor of 
California in 18G1, serving until 1863 
Willie president of the Central Pacific 
Railway company he built the road over 
the mountains, constructing 530 miles in 
293 daje 
He was largely interested m 


railroads, m agriculture and in manu- 
factures 
He was elected to the United 


States Senate as a Republican in place 
of J T Farley, Democrat, and took his 
seat March 4, 1885 He was efeoted to 
succeed himself and had be lived until 
1897, he would have baen in the Senate 
12 years 


Compulsory Education Law 


The full text of the compulsory edn. 


cation bill as nually passed 19 as follows 


SECTION 1 
Every person having con 


trol of any child between the ages of 7 
10 14 years shall annually cause such 
child to attend for at least sixteen weeks 
twelve weeks of such attendance shall 
be consecutive some public or private 
day school, provided that this act shall 
not apply in any case where the child 
has been or is being otherwise instructed 
for a like period of time in the elemer. 
tary branches of education, or whose 
physical or mental condition renders his 
or her attendance impracticable or mei 
pedient, or who is excused for sufficient 
reasons 
by any competent court of 


record 


SEC. 2 For every wilful neglect of such 


duty, as prescribed by section 1 of this 
act, the person so offending shall forfeit 
to the use of the public sohoo s of the 
city, town or district in which sucb child 
resides it sum not less than (1 nor rrore 
than 820 and costs of suit. 


SEC 3 Toe board of ednoation in cities, 


towns, village and school districts and 
the board of school directors in school 
districts may at their discretion appoint 
one or more proper peraons whose duty 
it shall be to report all violations of this 
act in writing to such board of education 
or board of directors, whose duty it shall 
be when, in their opinion the evidence 
renders such action necessary, to notify 
in writing the parent or guardian that 
such complaint has been mads, and if 
cause be not shown within five days, to 
at once proceed against the responsible 
person as is hereby provided It shall also 
be the duty of such board of education m 
cities, towns, villages and school districts, 
and boards of school directors in dis 
tnots to appoint one of their number, 
who shall be a discreet and proper person, 
whose duty it shall be to hear excuses 
and reasons of parents or guardians, for 
the nonattendance of children at school 
and report in writing to said boards of 
education or boards of directors at the 
next regular or special meeting the 
names ages and postomoe address of all 
gersons prosecuted under the provisions 
of this act 
The persons appointed as 


such shall be entitled to such compensa- 
tion for services under this act ag shall 
be determined by the boards appointing 
them and which compensation shall be 
paid out of the distributable eobool fund 


SEC 1 Any nne and penalty men 


tioned m this act may be sued for and 
recovered before any court of record or 
justice of the peace of the proper county 
in the name of the people of the state of 
Illinois for the use of the public schools 
of the city, town, village or district in 
which saiJ child resides 


SE< fc Any person having control of a 


child, who, with intent to evade the pro 
visions of the act, shall make a wilful 
false statement concerning the age of 
such child, or the time such child has 
attended school, shall for such offense 
forfeit a sum ot not less than 83 nor 
more than 820 for the UFO of public 
schools for such city, town, village or 
district

BBHLIN. .Time 30.—The rioting that 


broke out at Breslau on Saturday night 
has been renewed. The anarchists and 
their friends and sympathizers who es- 
caped injury or arrest determined to 
wreak vengeance for the attack then 
made upon them by the poliee and sol- 
diers. Last night "a large mob, made 
up of the very worst elements of the 
town, started out from the low beer 
gardens frequented by anarchists and 
loafers, and proceeded to attempt to 
loot some of the shops in that part ol 
the city. The proprietors were in sev- 
eral instances warned of the coming ol 
the crowd, and succeeded in barricad- 
ing- their places of business. 


The rioters paid particular attention 


to a butcher shop situated on a corner 
of the Mathias strasse, the scene of 
the rioting- Saturday night, and made a 
desperate attempt to open it. The sol- 
diers had been notified, and they ar- 
rived just in time to prevent the mob 
from carrying out their designs. A 
desperate fight followed, the mob pay- 
ing not the slightest attention to the 
orders of the police and soldiers to dis- 
perse. 


The rioters used any weapon that 


came handy, and finally orders were 
given for the police and soldiers to 
eharg-e them. 
Wielding their sabres 


right and left, the guardians of the 
peace rushed into the crowd, which 
was broken up for a short time. Then 
the rioters gathered again and again 
the police and soldiers charged upon 
them. This was repeated several times, 
but finally the mob was driven off the 
streets. Many of the rioters were 
more or less seriously wounded, and 
some of the policemen and soldiers 
were also injured by stones or clubs. 
Stringent measures have been taken to 
prevent a repetition of the rioting. 
Appealing to a Poor Source for Mercy. 


LONDON, .Tune 21.—The Daily News 


says that the discovery has been made 
that telegrams have been sent to the 
sultan of Turkey imploring that clem- 
ency lie shown to the seven Armenians 
who were a few days ago sentenced at 
Angora to suffer the death penalty for 
their part in the seditious rioting at 
C'esarca. The paper states that the 
testimony of witnesses is alleged to 
have been purchased by the govern- 
ment officials conducting the trials of 
the accused men. 


There is much indignation among 


the foreign residents of Constantinople 
at the apathy of the American legation 
in the matter and the refusal of Great 
liritain to send a consular olliccr to at- 
tend the trials at Angora.
